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MY START INTO HAM RADIO 
BY HOWARD BARNES KODFW 

Well, the other day Bonnie got me cornered 
in my taxidermy shop and let me know that | 
was going to write a short story of how | got 
started into ham radio. Well it all starts out 
something like this. 

My interest started, you might say, back in 
the 1950s. We had just moved into a house 
that my Dad and Mom bought that was in the 
central part of Monroe City, and where my Dad 
stills owns his house now, and our new next door 
neighbors just happened to be working for Gates 
Radio Co. Of Quincy, Ill. Their names were the 
Nickerson’s. Their granddad of the bunch that lived 
there was a self made radio repairman, and also 
ran the Monroe City Theater. Everyone called him 
“grampy" Anyone in town that had a radio that 
needed to be fixed, he was your man. He had a 
little tin building out back of their house where he 
puttered around with all the radio “stuff’. And he 
had some really big looking radios in his " shack" 
that made a lot of weird noises that he called 
Morse code. He explained that he could talk all 
over the world on these radios and he talked for 
hours on how the wires carried his signals out into 
the air when he started tapping on his Morse code 
key. Now of days we call that key a J-38. He had 
a National NC- 300 receiver that weighed about 
60 pounds and was a lot bigger than a bread box. 
The transmitter, sitting next to his receiver on his 
desk, was DX-100. Later on, | found out why they 
called these transmitters 100. They weighed 100 
pounds, | am not lying, and they put out a 
maximum 100 watts. It was made by a company 
that | never heard of before. Heathkit! Well to the 
eyes and ears of a little kid about 5 years old | 
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was hooked by all the bells and whistles. 

| remembered playing on summer nights 
with all the neighbor kids riding our bikes and 
chasing fireflies in the city park across the street 
form where we lived and it would be a Wednesday 
night and Mom would be at church for bible 
study and Dad was. supposed to be keeping an 
eye on me. That was. a big job back in those days 
and things weren't like what they are now, with 
all the bad guys running around like they do 
now. Anyway it would be starting to get dark, and 
| would come home to an "empty" house. | knew 
Mom was still at church, but | was wondering what 
happened to Dad. Inthe late evening darkness | 
could hear Morse code at a distance and | followed 
the sound. | followed it to "grump’s" radio shack, 
and Morse code was coming out the open door 
in regular motion. | crept inside the door for a peek 
and there was grumpy tapping out Morse code on 
the old J-38 key and the transmitter's oscillator 
was chirping out the code as my Dad sat there with 
a pad of paper and pencil writing down the letters 
that he was sending. My Dad was learning the 
Morse code for some kind of license that he told 
me, was going to let "him" get on the air and talk 
to other hams. 

Well as time went on he did get his "novice" 
license that let him get on the air on certain 
frequencies, and next thing | remember was we 
had a bunch of radios sitting around and my Dad 
was building a lot of them. | remembered how he 
took a flat sheet of shiny metal and start cutting 
it and bending it and making a "chassis " This 
was where you mounted all that radio stuff .....like 
transformers and phone jacks and _ tube 
receptacles, and big old capacitors and a million 
pretty colored — resistors wired all together to 
make those "tubes" light up. Man they were 
pretty as a Christmas tree when he fired those 
things up. | remembered he built his "Citizen's 
Band" radio from scratch, and talked with a friend 
across town that built his "rig" and they would 
talk, and adjust those radios for hours at a time. 
He had a call sign for the “citizens band” radio but | 
can’t remember it now. Anyway, between Ham 
radio and the citizens band radios, he was radio 
active, and all the while | was cutting my teeth on 
all the radio parts laying around. | was hooked on it 
and didn’t even know it. My Dad use to rewind 
electric motors, and he would have spools of bright 
shiny copper wire that he kept on hand, and | 
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would get hold of one of those spools, and outside 
| would fly, hanging that bright shiny wire off of my 
swing set, and stretching it across the backyard, 
and just about anyplace that | could get, to make it 
hang up in the air. | had one of the best radio wire 
antennas in Monroe City! That was until Dad came 
home, and saw all his new wire hanging 
everywhere. | know | must have been a pain in his 
rear, but you know, | can't ever remember him 
raising his voice at me for doing it! Maybe we 
shared that interest enough that he knew where | 
was getting these big ideas from, and he didn't 
punish me for exploring radio. | can't tell you 
how many times | have been knocked on my butt 
from sticking my little prying fingers into those 
tadios when they were plugged in! Man there was 
nothing like getting a full 114 volts of AC current 
running thru your veins. Probably some of the 
reason | am the way | am today! 

My two older brothers got their "novice" 
license and everyone inthe family was walking 
and talking Ham radio. | remember my next oldest 
brother, Kenny, taking an old wooden shed out 
back by Dad's lawnmower repair shop, and lining it 
with radio equipment and Qsl cards hanging all 
over the walls. Man he was going gung ho into 
tadio. 

As time went on and! was getting older | 
was busy growing up and | was “helping " my Dad 
in his lawnmower repair shop. But | was in a place 
where you learned by watching my Dad fix and 
repair pieces of strange looking metal that cut 
grass. | learned how to sharpen the old circular 
rotary mowers, and how to do valve jobs and put 
rings in them and make the lawnmowers run, and 
then | discovered females as | grew older and the 
world was never the same. | got married at the old 
age of 19, had a wife, buying a house, and paying 
for a car. Life had taken a drastic change!!! So 
about this time | started to get a strong sense of 
ham radio in my veins, and | started to remember 
the Morse code, and borrowed a old receiver from 
my Dad that | could copy W/1AVW on, and copy 
code at night! Well it soon paid off. | was copying 
5 wpm in code and | was studying my novice 
study guide and next thing! know | was at Dick 
Gerling’s, WBORKR, house taking a novice ham 
test with 3 other guys. Guess what??? | passed 
and was assigned the call letters WWDODFW which 
| kept for many years. | borrowed an old NC-300 
receiver and a Heathkit DX-100 transmitter and 
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this time | strung real dipole antennas, and started 
building my homebrew yogi antennas. | will tell 
you, | literally wore out the brass key that | had. 
| was working the world! | worked all states CW, 
and worked way over 100 countries on CW. 
Marion County Missouri was really radio active in 
those days!! | remembered studying for my 
"GENERAL" license and | got them, and 
increased my code speed to 15 wpm. Now | could 
talk on Side Band. But | didn’t own a mike or a 
SSB_ radio! Well | started saving my pennies 
and made a "deal " with HENRY RADIO in Kansas 
City, and | bought the last TEMPO ONE SSB 
transceiver that they had, and it was_ their 
demonstrator, and he knocked a lot off the price to 
get rid of it, and let me pay it off with them 
financing the deal. Every week | sent them a 
few bucks out of my little pay check, cutting meat at 
the supermarket, and | soon owned it. It was all 
mine! | really piled on the Qsl cards, and soon had 
200 countries worked. From there, | just kept 
growing into radio, and it has never let up. Oh, | 
have my idle periods, but then, | still have that 
fire burning down deep for the sound of good CW 
beating in my veins, and a new country to work. It 
is a struggle at times trying to pay the bills, and 
finding time to put up a new antenna. | have towers 
and radio equipment laying around here 
everywhere. You can ask anyone and they will tell 
you that | have! Oh yeah! | have a new call now. 
It is KODFW! Close to my old call, but much faster 
on CW when you're sending in pileups! | have 
made and lost alot of friends thru ham radio 
over the years. Man | really miss some of them! 
There were some great CW operators | knew. 
Some of these guys never owned a mic. Didn't 
need one for CVV. Times has changed with the 
testing for ham radio but the keen interest and 
the excitement is still there in the old and young 
hams alike. | get a kick out of watching a guy 
making his first SSB contacts on the low bands, 
and watching them catch on fire with the radio. 
My little brother was one of those guys. He 
bought anice used Kenwood ssb rig and put up 
a wire antenna at his house and then wouldn't get 
on the air!! So | made a special trip out to his 
house and went down into his basement and fired 
up the Kenwood, and listened for a minute and told 
him to get on there and start talking! | wanted to 
see it work! But he had mic fright! So 1 got on 
there, and sent out a CQ and got a man down in 
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Georgia that gave me a 59 twenty over signal 
report! | handed him the mic, and stepped away, 
and the rest is history now! He is closing on 300 
countries worked, and you can’t pry him off the 
radio. YOU MIGHT SAY THAT | LITE HIS FIRE 
THAT DAY! | still grin about it. His name is Oral 
and his call KBOECF! 

So here | am. | am now 55 years young, 
president of the Hannibal Amateur Radio Club, and 
hold an Advance ticket in Amateur Radio, and at 
one time could run 20 wpm in CW, but never 
pursued the Extra Class ticket. Guess maybe | 
should just for the heck of it! 

Well, Bonnie wanted a story for the paper 
on my getting into ham radio, and now as the song 
says, "THAT’S MY STORY AND | AM STICKING 
TOIT!" 

Hey who is going to Dayton this year?! | am!!!
